REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-34 and 36- 
44 are allowed as the prior art does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention. Claims 1,19, 
and 33 teach a method and apparatus to avoid instability during track following. Regarding 
claims 1 and 19, the distinguishing elements of the claims teach calculating a first correction 
value using first information indicative of characteristics of the head positioning device and 
characteristics of the controller, and second information indicative of repeatable runout for a 
portion of tracks, by a process which includes calculating a value indicative of change of at least 
a first servo burst component size from a nominal burst component size. Regarding claim 33, the 
distinguishing elements of the claim teaches obtaining a first information indicative of 
characteristics of a head positioning device and a controller, first information including a first 
transfer function of the controller and a second transfer function of the head positioning device, 
obtaining second information indicative of repeatable runout; and calculating a first correction 
value by circularly convolving a function of the second information with an Inverse Discrete 
Fourier Transform of the sum of one and a product of the first and second transfer functions.
